Washington, April 2JS. — Instructions for 
tho guidanco of tho Amorican Bohriug Sob 
patrol lleot in seizing and arresting illegal 
sealers havo beon prepared by tho navy de- 
partment and will at onco bo Bent to Com- 
mander Charles E. Clarlt, commanding tho 
fleet, on his flagship Mohican at Port Towns- 
end. 

The inBtructionB cover all points likely to 
arise, und direct that all vessels tuken, 
whether American or British, shall bo sent 
to tho nearest point and turned over to tho 
proper authorities. Each patrol will bo 
furnished with a copy of tho instructions, 
together with tho President's proclamation. 
Tho instructions are as follows : 

" Having boon detailed to command a 
force of naval vessels and revenue cutters to 
carry out tho provisions of an act of Con- 
gress to give elTect to tho award rendered by 
tho tribunal of arbitration at Paris, you will 
isouo this order to vessols nudor your com 
mund to warn all Amorican and British ves 
boIh they may meet outside waters prohibit- 
ed by this act, not to ontor these waters, for 
the purpose of sealing, during tho periods of 
timo in which fur scaling in so prohibited, 
and you will deliver to tlio commanding 
officer of each vtBBel bo warned a copy of tho 
PreBident'B proclamation, of tho British aot 
and of theae instructions. An entry show- 
ing the notice of warning Bhull bo made up- 
on the register of all vessels of tho United 
States and Great Britain that have been 
warned. 

"In accordinco with the provisions of 
tho above-mentioned act, fur-seal liBhing is 
forbidden to persons mentioned therein, and 
all fcuhjects of Great Britain, to persona 
otving tho duty of obudienco to the laws or 
the treaties of Great Britain ami to all per- 
bodb belonging to or aboard of vessels of 
Great Britain at any time or in any manner 
whatever outsido of territorial waters, in 
the waters surrounding tho Pribyloff islands, 
within a zuno of sixty geographical mileB 
around tlio islands, inclusive of tho terri- 
torial waters. 

" You will observe that the act nf con- 
gress extends tho aixty geographical miles 
around tho islands inclusive of the territorial 
wttera, but you uro hereby instructed to 
treat tho limit us extending only sixty geo- 
praphical miles around tho iBlandB inclusive 
of the territorial waters. During the season 
extending from May 1, to July 31, both in- 
clusive in oacli year, fur Boaling is forbidden 
to all persons mentioned, not only in tho 
zone, but in that port of the Pacific ocean 
including BehriDg sea, which is situated to 
the north of tho 35th degree of north lati- 
tude, and to the cast of tho 180th degreo of 
longitude from Greenwich, till it BtrikeB tho 
water boundary between tho United StatcB 
and Russia. 

" This boundary line passes through a 
point in Bearing straits on the parallel 65 
..'19 north latitude, at its intersection by tho 
meridian which pusses midway between the 
island of Krusenstern or Ignalook, and tho 
islands of Ratmanoff, or Noonurook, and 
proceods due north without limitation to tho 
same frozon ocean. The same western limit, 
beginning utthe Bams initial point, proceeds 
thence in u course nearly southwest through 
Retiring straits and BehriDg Beu, bo as to 
puss midway between the northwest point 
of the island of St Lawrence and the south- 
west point of Cboukotski to the meridian of 
17- wcit lnngitudo, thence from the inter- 
section of that meridian in a southwesterly 
direction until it strikes tho 180tli degree of 
longitude from Greenwich. 

" The regulations respecting tho special 
license for sailing vessels und tho distin- 
guishing ilag to be worn by tho sumo during 
the open season, are hereafter to bo pre- 
scribed and promulgated by tho govern- 
ments of tho United States and Great Brit- 
ain. 

"Any a'esBel or poreou found to bo or to 
have been implicated in Bealing during tho 
prescribed period of timo in tho waters 
prohibited, whether with or without warn- 
ing, and any of such vessels or persons 
found, whether warned or not, having on 
board apparatus or implements suitublo for 
taking seals or sealskins or bodies of eea',8, 
you will order seized. The commanding 
officer making the "'izuro will at tho time 
draw up a decle-ctlon statiuc thn condition 
of the seized vessel, the date and place of 
seizure, giving latitudo and longitudo and 
oirenmatanoes showing guilt. 

" Tho aeized vesael will be brought or 
sent as Boon as practicable, with all persons 
on board, in charge of a sufficient force to 
insure delivery, together with witncaaeB and 
proofs, to the most convenient port of 
Alaska, California, Oregon or Washington, 
and there bo delivered to tho officers of tho 
United States court having jurisdiction to 
try tho efl'iinco and imposo pcnaltiea for the 
Bamo, and if British, to Ounalaska and 
thero delivered to the senior British naval 
officer present, or to tho most convenient 
port in British Columbia, and delivered to 
tho proper authorities of Great Britain, or 
delivered to the commanding officer of any 
British veeBol oharged with tho execution of 
the award." 



WORKINfcrMEN VOTERS. 

Tho Policy of the Labor Electoral Association 
at the Elections. 

London, April 23 —Tho Labor Elootorul 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland ia 
aued to-day a manifesto concerning tho 
policy of workingmen votors at the forth- 
coming general election. It declares in 
favor of payment of salaries to mombera of 
Parliament, and for making a test question 
of tho abolition of the Houso of Lorde. It 
also holds that tho selection of labor candi- 
dates by small bodies of men holding in 
many cases no representative poaition and 
without consultation with the local trade 
societies or the trade council, ia decidedly 
objectionable, and apt to estrange the sup- 
port of thousands of workingmon who 
despair of old parties and old methods. Po- 
litical aharp practice, it is insisted, must 
not bo insisted upon by supporters of work- 
ingmen's candidates for tho Houso of Com- 
mons. An eight-hour bill for mintra ia also 
avored by tho manifesto.

FORMAL DENIAL. 

No Truth In the Rumor of a Plot to Wreck

London, April 23. — A thorough investiga-

Wellington, April 23.— Wellington is 
en fete in honor of tho visit of Premier 
Davie. The town is gaily decorated and 
tho citizens turned out in great numbers to 
welcome tho Promier on his arrival at noon 
from Victoria. This ufternoon Premier 
Davie visited all parts of tho townsite, 
attendod by a delegation who pointed out 
to him the requirements of tho locality. Ho 
dined at the Wellington hotel with a numbor 
of representative men of the district. Dtir- 
ng the dinner he was serenaded by tho 
Wellington braaa band. 

Tho great ovent of tho day was the meet- 
ing in the Institute hall. It commenced 
shortly before 8, tho hall being crowded 
to overflowing. Hon. Mr. Davie receiv- 
ed an enthusiastic round of applause when 
ho took his seat on tho platform. A. Sharp, 
tho chairman, in a few romarks introduced 
tho Premier, who was again greeted with a 
storm of applauso. Hon. Mr. Davie ex- 
pressed hia ploanuro at being present. He 
said ho wus pleased also that tho members 
of the opposition had been invited as it 
would ensure a fair discussion. He would 
ac first deal with the numerous charges 
made against tho government by the 
opposition ; then if any further accusations 
wore made by those present, ho would dis- 
ouss thorn. Thia course tho Premier carried 
out most thoroughly. In plain and tren- 
chant language he exposed tho fallacy of the 
Bakor, Pooley scandals; the Btupidity of the 
charges mado against ministers of extrava- 
gance and in one of probably hia fineeteffortB 
dealt with tho groat Nakusp & Slocan rail- 
way bugbear. Tho Promier Bhowed how ut- 
torly worthless all tho opposition attacks 
had been on tho question, how its rotten- 
nosa had been exposed by tho appointment 
of a Royal Commission, which met with no 
favor in the eyea of his enemies, 

In roply to the Bpeech of C. C. McKenzie, 
Mr. Davie said the indictment againBt the 
government waa very feeble— far different 
to what it had been proclaimed when ho 
was not present. Referring to the 
printing scandal which Mr. McKenzie 
dragged in, Mr. Davie said tho rvmmittee 
appointed to inveatigate found Eb so ab- 
surd that they did not trouble 1 1 report. 
Hon. Mr. Davie pointed out how entirely 
Mr. McKenzie hud failed to repreeent the 
district, and chowod that tho Government 
had then looked after the interoBts of the 
district despito the inattention of the local 
momber. In reply to the other questions 
the Premier was equally happy. He ex- 
plained the action of the government re- 
girding tho labor bureau bill, showing that 
their honest ellortB to assist the working 
people's claims had been actually thwarted 
by the labor representatives.

This was 
met by Mr. Davie, who Bhowed that thB de- 
posit waa to ensuro tho will of the public 
boing etirriod out regarding tho election of 
candidates, and should not be frustrated by 
tho intervention of those who, not desirous 
of being elected, to suit their own ends, 
might, if not thus prevented, seok to split 
tho votes by putting candidates in the fiold. 

Dr, Walkem, A. Sharp, J. Bryden and 
othors spoko in support of the government 
as well ub several oppositionists. 

Hon. Mr. Davio closed the proceedings 
with a fow words of thanks and asBured the 
audience that the present government was 
actuated with but one motive — the progress 
of the province — to ensuro work for all and 
happy homes for every one in British Colum- 
bia. Hearty rounds of apDlauso brought a 
most succ.'ssful meeting to a qloao at mid- 
night.

McCabo iB probably fatally 
wounded.

This is aimed at the Chinese 
and Japs.

The funeral of the lato Robert Scott took 
place yesterday afternoon. There waa a 
very big attendance, including tho princi- 
pal busineas men, representatives of the 
fraternal societies and miners. 

The local Orange lodgea havo made ar- 
rangements to attend the 12th of July cole- 
bration at Chilliwack. 

Political meotings will ho hold at Eng- 
lishman's river and on Gabriola island Sat- 
urday evening, under tho auspices of tho 
Reform party. 

Active steps aro being taken towards the 
erection of a building suitable for poultry 
and similar exhibitions. The Nanaimo 
Poultry dociety (Limited) haa tho matter 
in hand, and will no doubt bo successful, aB 
suoh a hall ia badly needed in this city. 

James Atkinson, butcher, Northfiold, who 
assigned on Saturday, is now miasing. Ho 
leaves a large amount of indebtedness. 

A telegram was received here this after- 
noon Btatiug that Mrs. Adolph Newman 
had arrived in San FranciBco very ill. 

DDNCAA'S. 

Duncans, April 21. — A meeting of the 
electors of Cuwi;han, for the purpose of 
hearing Hon. Theodore Davio and others 
diacusa the political issues of the campaign 
now opcuirjg Wjs held in tho agricultural 
hall here this evening. Mr. Duncan was in 
tho chair and there was a large attendance. 
Tho Premier at the outset told tho audience 
tliut he intended, if possible, to address the 
electors in every part of tho province, and 
thought, it most fitting that he should open 
his intended series of addresses with ono in 
his own constituency of Cuwichan. Ho pro- 
ceeded to declare the government policy 
and to defend it from tho attacks which 
have beon m.tde by the opposition, and dwelt 
espeoiBlly upon tho one matter concerning 
which the opposition after all their 
veiled threats had ventured an open 
charge. This was tho N ikuap & Slocau 
railway guarantee, concerning which ho re- 
ferred to his own speeches in tho legisla- 
ture, very fully doaling with the subject, 
and the further stop taken by the govern- 
ment in the appointment of a royal commis- 
sion of investigation, to ehow that their 
courae haB been straightforward, and 
prompted only by a deBire to advance tho 
welfare of the provirca. Tho high charac- 
ter and great ability of tho two commission- 
ers chosen — Chiot Juatico Sir Matthew 
Bogbio and Exchequer Court Judge Bur- 
bidgo — were a guarantee, he pointed out, 
that tho investigation would be honestly 
and thoroughly cu.-ried out, and their roport 
ho felt Biire would be a concluaive answer to 
tho Blanderoua charges mude against him 
and the other members of tho government. 
Taking up losal matters, Hon. Mr. Davio 
spoko of the eflorta made by tho govern- 
ment to aooure needed public improvements 
in Cowichan district, particularly with ref- 
erence to tho roads, and to tho obstructions 
in the Coivichan river. Ho contraatod the 
progressive policy of tho government with 
tho obstructionist tactics, and policy of in- 
activity and helplessness favored by Hon. 
Mr. Beaven and tho parly who follow him, 
and expressed his confidence that the intel- 
ligent of tho olectors of Cowichan would 
lead them to make a wiso choice, in tho 
election of tho candidates who would take 
tho fiold as tho straight supporters of the 
prosent government. 

Honry Croft, M. P. P., wbb tho next 
spoakor, and announced, much to tho regrot 
of his hoarers, that ho did not intend to seek 
re-election, as he felt that ho could not 
afford tho time. Ho hoped his actions while 
a member of tho logialaturo had beon suoh 
aa to commend thomselvea to tho electorate. 

Dr. Lewis Hall was next called on, and 
stated that, though ho had boon askod by a 
number of doctors to bo a oandidato ho felt 
ho would havo to decline tho honor, not hav- 
ing tho time to make a personal canvass. 

Major Mutter, of Somonos, spoke in favor 
of having ft member resident in tha 
district, and proceeded to describe tho 
capabilities of that part of tho country for 
sheep raising. Hn rather sovoroly criticised 
tho government for having failed to offer 
greater tncouragomont than they had 
offerod to tho agricultural intoroata of the 
district, and expressed dissatisfaction on 
several other points also, but nevertheless 
doclarod his intention of being a candidate 
on tho government side. 

Mr. Sutton declared himself a candidate 
on tho sido of tho government, and wbb sur- 



prised that anyone who had expreased him- 
self as Major Mutter had should pose as a 
government supporter. Ho would charac- 
terize that gentleman from his romarks as 
ono who would bo a member of the opposition 
in tho logislaturo, and be warned the pooplo 
of Cowichan against the opposition, who, he 
felt auro, from their general policy, would 
squeoze out of Cowichan all that they could 
in the way of rovenuo and give little or 
nothing in return. He asked Cowichan to 
Bend to the legislature two government 
men who could work harmoniously together. 

Hon. Mr. Davie took tho samo view, and 
showed how unwiao it would be for a con- 
stituency liko Cowiahan to elect besides 
himself — for he felt sure he had thoir con- 
fidence — a man who would talk and act in 
tho inconsidorato manner of which Major 
Mutter had on thia ocoasion given an ox- 
ample. To bo porfectly frank, as ho wished 
to bo, he would say that if tho olectors of 
Cowichan wanted Major Mutter, thoy had 
hotter not elect tho Bpeakor (Hon. Mr. 
Davie) for it soomed quite opparont that 
thoy two were not likely to work togother. 
Ho had beon groatly grieved by tho tono of 
many of Major Mutter's romarks. 

Major Matter in explanation said ho had 
not intondod to hurt the feolings of the 
Attornoy General, but if that gentle- 
man did not wish to bo returned 
with him, then ho would havo to ask 
tho olectors to vote for him and not for tho 
Attornoy-General. Ho was willing, how- 
over, to givo tho government an independ- 
ent support in public matters. 

Tho meeting adjourned at a lato hour 
after a vote of thanks to tho chairman. 

GALIA.NO island. 

GALIANO Island, April 23. — Caplain 
Robertson, of Moresby Ialaud, ha8 an- 
nounced himself aa an Opposition candidate 
for North Victoria electoral district, and is 
making a canvassing tour of the islands. 
J. P. Booth, tho prosent member, ia not 
unlikely to be tho standard-bearer in the 
intereats of tho Government.

The Peruvian Ecuadorian 
Dillieulty.

H. M. S. Hyacinth, uftcr a oruiso of bov- 
oral months in trin South Pacific ocoan, re- 
turned to E qu'm&ll oarly yesterday morn- 
ing, and is aow ulongaido tho naval wharf re- 
ceiving a general overhauling and ronova- 
tion. In her abaeneo tho Hyacinth haa 
parted with her chief navigator (Henry 
Manning) and engitiocr (G. Humphrey), 
who have been Bent homo on account of 
Bicknosa. Both contracted typhoid fever in 
Ualluo a few months ago, and were for a 
time eerioualy ill. Their suueesflora have 
not yet been appointed, but aro expected to 
1)9 named shortly. Tho Hyacinth is but 
32i days from Callao, where she parted with 
H. M. S. Royal Aithur and Mymphe 
early last month. The latter ia 
still stationed there and likely to bo for 
eomo timo yet, but tho former left before 
the Hyacinth, it being her intention thnu to 
be in Esquimalt if possible by the 8 h oi 
next mouth. A short timo ago there was 
considerable difficulty botweon Ecuador and 
Peru, hut this troublo, as far as the Hya- 
cinth's ollijors are informed, is now being 
settled satisfactory to both parties. There 
is no apparent cause for any disturbance, 
the trouble being that of u disputed boun- 
dary line which has long been a source of 
great vexation. So strong had tho feeling 
ol enmity become between the two 
republics that at ono time tho 
Ecuador minister at Lima sought 
protection for two days on board tho Hya- 
cinth in fear of being captured by his Peru- 
vian "friends." This exhibition of timidity, 
was, the officers of the British man-of-war 
beliove, a lit t Jo uncalled for, and in fact the 
Government oliicial himself seemed to think 
as much when he left the ship. As stated 
before, however, the Nymphe will remain at 
Calloa and will watch further proceedings 
in the matter, and although thero now 
Booms to be a prospoct of an immediate and 
amicable settlement, yot tho neighboring 
republics are, as one of tho Hyacinth's ollicora 
yesterday declared, like a treacherous vol- 
canic mountain — no knowing when they will 
"broak out." What causes more than usual 
excitement in Peru just now is the noar ap- 
proach of the gcnoial election. Tho Hya- 
cinth's trip was uneventful and her officers 
fully appreciate the change of climatn. At 
the port of Uoquimbo smallpox iB reported 
to bo raging. 

WESTBOUND FOR THE FAB EAST. 

At 9 o'clock last evening tho big C.P.R. 
eteamship Empress of Japan, which arrived 
down from the Terminal City about half an 
hour earlier, preceeded on her sixteenth 
outward passage to tho Orient. She curries 
a fair freight and a good numbor of passen- 
gers, seven or eight of the latter taking 
passage here.

WHITEWASHING IMPOSSIBLE. 

The organ of tho Opposition hag the 
UBauranco to (suggest that tho Royal Com- 
mission composed of the Chief Justice of the 
Province and tho Judge of tho Exchequer 
Court of Canada, will be nothing moro aud 
nothing bettor than a whitewashing machine 
It says, " Of course tho Premier is confident 
of a whitewash, and thoreforo bravo, since 
he has carefully laid his plans to secure a 
one-sided investigation." This is cer- 
tainly complimentary to the able men of 
high oharactor who form tho Commission 
lb assumes that those gentlemen will not 
prosecute the investigation impartially, but 
will, no matter what the evidence is, send 
in a repirt favorable to tho Government 
No man of common sorlao who has any 
knowledge nf the character of the Com 
missionera believes that they will go a 
single hair'abreadth out of their way to 
favor one party or the other. If tho Gov 
crnment or any of its members need white 
washing they could not, wo aro quite con 
vincod, have chosen two men lees likoly to 
perform that peculiar operation than Sir 
Matthew LSegbia and Judgo Burbidgo. They 
will bo certain to do their duty without 
fear, favor or affection. If any one expects 
that they will whitewash him he will be, 
when thoir report sees the light, a sorely 
disappointed man. He will appear before 
the public in that report in what the Com 
missionera beliovo to bo his natural color 
whether it is black or white. 

There ia a good deal of nonsenso in the 
Times about a " one-sided investigation " 
and the expense of tho inquiry. Tho in- 
vestigation cannot bo one-sided unless the 
Commissioners are one-sided, and that every 
one knows they are not. If tho Opposition 
do not exort thetnsolves to aid tho Com 
missioners in on investigation which they 
have forced upon tho Government and made 
noceBsary, it will bo tho heatproof that can 
bo adduced that they do not believe in 
tho truth of their own accusations. Hut wo 
cannot bring ourselves to believo thattho Op- 
position will take tho moan and cowardly 
part Buggeated by their organ. They will 
not, when tho opportunity is afforded them, 
refuao to attompt to prove that the accusa- 
tions which they mado so frooly and in so 
many forma aro well grounded. If they do 
not do all that lies in their powor to sub- 
stantiate their charges they will Btand Bolf 
convicted aa malicious slanderers. Thoy 
owe it to themselves, no woll aa to the 
people of the Province, to go on with the 
work which they have begun, It will not 
do to slink out now and refuao to carry out 
their proseoution of tho Govornmont to the 
bitter end. 



A LITTLE GAME SPOILED. 

There is of courao no truth whatovor in 
what tho Times says about tho Promier urg- 
ing tho doctors of Cowiohan to givo him as 
a oolleaguo, "a slavish oupporter of the 
GoTernnient. " Mr. Davio mado no such 
unreasonable request at tho Cowiohan meet- 
ing. He saw what every ouo oUo who had 
tho least discernment perceived, that Major 
Mutter, though professing to bo a supporter 
of tho Government, was really its bittor op- 
ponent. So he expoBod that gontloman's 
little gamo. Ho had no idea of allowing an 
enemy to get into tho Legislature under the 
guise of a friend, without warning tho elec- 



tors as to his truo character. All that the 
Premier did was to put Major Mutter in hia 
right plaoe — among the opponents of the 
Government. Thia is a very different thing 
from tolling the eleotors that he wanted 
thorn to oleot a staunch supporter of the 
Government. 



MR. BROWN'S RETIREMENT. 

The retirement of Mr. Brown from the 
political arena will no doubt be regretted by 
tho party to which ho belongs. Ho was one 
of the most aotivo of its members, and he 
spared neithertimouor labor infurthering itB 
intoroats. The Times, with itB usual fair- 
neaa and oundor, says : " There is good rea- 
son to suspocb that the order which caused 
Mr. Brown's retirement was called forth by 
tho ina'igation of the Davio Government and 
its friends, who thus paid u compliment to 
tho member for Now Westminster." 

When the Times soos only " good reaBon 
to auspoot " it is quite safe to conclude that 
there are not tho alightost grounds for 
suspicion. To thoao who aro in a far hotter 
pasition to know what ia goiug on in Ottawa 
than anyone connected with the Timea, tho 
nows of Mr. Brown's retirement was u com- 
plete surprise. No intimation had boon ro- 
oelved of it from any quarter. 

The poaition which Mr. Brown occupied 
waa an anomalous ono. There were many 
who wondered how ho could sparo time- 
enough from his post office work to attend 
tho Legislature and to take an active part 
in tho politics of tho Province. In tho esti- 
mation of a good liiuny, Mr. Brown's dutios 
as Postmaster of Now Wostminator did not 
uccord very well with hia position as a mem- 
ber of r,ho Legislature ind a leading 
member of a politioal party. Political 
poitma3tera havo not yot become 
popular in Canada, and it is not according 
to the nature of Canadian institutions that 
postmasters should takoan activo and prom- 
inent part in politics, either Federal or Pro- 
vincial. It waB thoreforo to bo expected 
that Mr. Brown would bo Borne time or 
other required to choose between his posi- 
tion as a post office official and that of mem- 
bor of tho Provincial Legislature. Tho alter- 
native has, it appears, been submitted to 
him, and he has, in our opinion, mado a 
wise choico. Mr. Brown makes a good post 
master and is uaeful to the community in 
that oapacity ; it is not by any means cer 
tain that ho would either advance hia own 
private interosts or bo of uao to tho people 
of tho Province if he had continued to take 
an activo part in Provincial politics. 



Timea on Col, Prior's speech on the Budget 
is oorcainly unique. Wo vonturo to say that 
there has not been anything said in Parlia- 
ment, or published -in the newspapers of 
the Dominion, on the subject that roaombles 
most romotely either in tone or epirit the 
article iu Saturday evening's Timea. Tho 
writor of that urtiolo proceeded on the as- 
sumption that because Col. Prior declared 
that he was an out-and-out protectionist, 
he placed himself outsido tho palo of rational 
and courteous discussion, and that he was 
justified in assuming a tone of insolent su- 
periority and of violating every rulo of fair 
and reasonable criticiam. Wo publish on 
anothor pugo the speech the Timea attempted 
to criticise. 



PECULIAR CRITICISM. 

The queation of protection to native in 
duatry is one on which the thinking men of 
the world differ widely. Many men whose 
opinions aro entitled to reapect beliovo that 
it is tho duty of government to foater tho 
industries of a country. Others who have 
thought over tho subject deeply havo como 
to the conclusion that it is not tho function 
of government to interfere in matters of 
trade. They hold that trade should bo left 
free to take caro of itself, and that if gov- 
ernment tries to aeaiat it in any way it is 
likoly to do more harm than good. Tho 
controversy is an old ono, and ono upon 
which until this day individuals and 
communities are divided. Thousands of 
speeches have been made on tho sub- 
ject and hundreds of volumes writ- 
ten, yet the protectionists still boliove that 
their system ia sound and tho only ono by 
which nations cm becomo proaperoua. Free 
traders on tho other hand are still fully con 
vincod that thoy have tho true philosophy 
of trado, and that protection alwaya haa 
been and alwuya will bo a mistake. 

The great majority of tho nationa of the 
world have from tho earliest ages favored 
proteotion. It has always been tho rule, 
and free trade has been the very rare ex- 
ception. In this nineteenth century, after 
tho merits of free trado and protection have 
been freely and warmly discuaaed, thero is 
only one nation iu tho .vorld that has 
adopted tho policy of free trade. All the 
reBt to a greater or less extent framo thoir 
policy on the principle of protecting homo 
industries. In Europe ail tho great nations 
of tho continent are protectionist. Tho 
United States of America are protec 
tionist, so ia Canada and so is Mexico 
Tho South American republics aro, with- 
out exception, protectionist. The Austra- 
lian colonies, New South Wales alono ox 
ceptod, havo eatabliBhod protectionist 
tariffs, and Now South Wales is not so 
strongly free trado as she has boen. Great 
Britain has for neatly fifty years followed a 
policy of freo trado, but eho has not aa yor, 
as far as wo know, mado a singlo couvert 
among tho nations. Even hor own depend 
encies havo not yot seen thoir way to follow 
hor example. And in Groat Britain itself 
thero ia u party, by no moans inconsiderable 
in numbers, who pronounce freo trade a 
f ailuro and who aro agitating for a return 
to proto.t oj in a modified f irm. 

Wo eeo that tho majority of the mon who 
make the laws of civilized nations 
and tho majority of those whom 
tho legislators ropreaent havo, up to 
this day, favorod a policy of protection. 
Is it not, therefore, a littlo rash in an advo- 
oate of froo trado in theao days ta write and 
apeak of protootion as if it wero an irrational 
and an exploded theory, too abaurdto bo bo- 
lieved in by any intelligent man ? Would 
not tho journalist who tried to cover a man 
with ridicule HimplybcoJUBeho declared him- 
self to bo a protectionist, bo not only some- 
what presumptuous but sadly doficienb in 
both good sense and good manners. It is 
not too muoh to say that the writor who 
joors at a public man meroly bocauso ho 
apoako in favor of protection and votes for a 
protectionist tariff, shows a lamentable 
ignorance, not only of tho amenities of dis- 
cussion, but of the n ituro and tho history of 
tho question upon tho merits of which ho 
pronounces judgment in suoh an unseemly 
way. 

Tho criticism of our contemporary the 



A MICROSCOPIC DEFICIT. 

Our readers may recolloot that n few 
montha ago tho moat dismal reports wero 
rai6od about the stato of the British 
finances. It waa industriously reported on 
thia side of tho Atlantic tha'i tho prospect 
was very gloomy, and tho situation preoar- 
ious. Great Britain was represented as on tho 
vorgo of bankruptcy, and tho dofioit at tho 
end of the year was, it was prodioted, to bo 
very large. Well, tho ond of the yoar has 
come, and the Chancellor of tlio Exchequer has 
been able to make a very satisfactory show- 
ing. Horo ia tho statement as it appears in 
tho London Weekly Times of tho Gth Inst.: 

Sir William Harcourt's estimate of the 
totol receipts of 1833 4 wus £91 , 640, 000. 
Tho actual roeiipta have bean £91,133,000. 
But, on tho other hand, tho actual expendi- 
ture has been kept a good deal below last 
year's budget estimate, which was taken at 
£91,464.000. The issues out of the 
Exchequer for tho supply services of the 
year just closed aro returned at £62,993,000, 
tho debt charge wub £25,000,000 and the 
other consolidated fund services, includ- 
ing tho naval defence fund annuity, 
amounted to £3,320,000. In all the expendi- 
ture for tho your appeals to In £91,313,000, 
which set against the revenue nf £91,133,000, 
shows a realized deficit of £180,000 iu place 
of Sir William Harcourt's estimated surplus 
ot £170,000 Tola is much better than tho 
country had hop -d for, or we may say, than 
it wa» entitled to expect. The interest, 
howover, lies not in tho microscopic deficit 
of tho past year, but in the provision to bo 
mado forthat on which wo have now entered. 

The deficit about which such an ado was 
mado a fow months ago turns out to be at 
tho end of tho yoar, according to tho Times, 
" microscopic." Tho prospect for next year 
ia not so cheering. Tho Chancellor of the 
Exchequer calculateB upon u deficit which 
certainly is not likoly to bo microscopic. 
But British finances aro in a healthy con- 
dition, business is already reviving, and it 
is more probable that tho deficit for 
1891 S will bo considerably less than it has 
boon calculated to be, than that it will bo 
grt ater.

And Transmitted to the Presbytery of 
Regina by the Presbytery 
of Victoria. 



Rev. D. MaeRae Will Counsel Accept 
aiice of the Invitation— other 
Presbytery Business. 



The cr.so of Sohl v. Bornstein, for 
§1.993 25 for furnituro supplied defendant, 
came up beforo Mr. Juatice Drake yester- 
day. Tho defendant's solicitor withdrew 
tho defence and the action was referred to 
chambers to enable the plaintiff to tako 
steps to hove judgmont entered. Mr. A. L. 
Belyea for plaintiff ; Mr. S. Perry Mills for 
dofendant. 

The Orange order and Dauntloss and 
Fornwood lodges, CO F., were largely 
represented at tho funeral of tho lato Ben- 
jamin Carter, Sunday afternoon. The de- 
ceased waa proprietor of tho Rock Bay ho- 
tel, a native of Yorkshire, Eng , and .'18 
yeara of ago. At his gravesido services 
wore conducted by the officers of Dauntless 
lodge, the pall-bearers being ■ 0. Jephaon, 
A. McKay, J. B. Culvin, J. Morrison, R. 
Hawk and Georgo Osborne. 

The Lynn murder caBe waa continued bo- 
fore E. Pe«r3on, J. P., yesterday afternoon. 
Tho first witnesa called was tho Indian wo- 
man Jennio, who went ovor some of the 
points already covered in order to moke 
them connect cleurly. She then gave tho 
story of their wanderings in detail from the 
o they loft the island whoro the murder 
took placo until they landed on Shaw ialand 
where Lynn was captured- The court then 
adjourned to the Jameft Bay boat house to 
allow tho witness to identify tho boat 
brought down bv Constable Anderson as be- 
ing thatof theprisoner Lynn. This isaheavy 
Hat-bottomed skiff in which Lynn left Van- 
couver, and which ho left the scene of the 
murder in. This wna aft:rwards abandoned, 
or, as tho prisoner states, was lost by getting 
adrift. Hugh C»hor was tho next witness 
called. His testimony waa to the effect that 
while on his way from his camp to Comox 
ho, and another man with him, picked up 
the boat at which tho court had just, been 
looking. The find was made tho 29 .h or 
30th of October laBt. This waa 
at a point about thirteen miles 
above Comox. Tho tools, etc., that 
were now iD cou't weie the same that ho 
saw in the boat at the timo. He reported 
the finding of the boat to Constable Andor- 
boii at the time. Tho boat did not look as 
if it had got adrift. Th; p .inter was a 
rope thirty or forty feet long. This was 
coiled up on tho bow and not trailing in tho 
water, aa would have been tho caae if tho 
boat had gone adrift, A small piece of iron 
waa fastened to tho rope, but the boat could 
not have been anchored. Constable W. B. 
Anderson was then called. Ho also identi- 
fied the boat aa bsitig tho one that had been 
turned over to him. Caher had made the 
report of tho finding. Four pellots of shot 
that had been found in the boat woro pro 
duced, and two bullots that were found at 
tho same time were a!iown. Tho shot was 
found to correspond wjth somo found in tho 
possession of Lynn at the time of his arrest. 
Tho taking of evidence rested at this point, 
tho prisoner in each caso refusing to aBk any 
questions.

Formalitiea in connection with tho exten- 
sion of the call to Rov. W. L. Clay, of 
Moosejaw, of tho pastorate of St. Andrew's 
church, occupied tho attention of tho Pres- 
bytery of Victoria at u Bpecial meeting held 
yeBtorday afternoon. Tho Moderator, Rev. 
D. A. Macrao, of Nanaimo, presided, and 
thero woro ulso present Rev. Dr. Campbell, 
Rev. D. MaaR*e, and Rev. A. B. Winches- 
tor (ministers), and Mr. J. T. Bothuno 
(elder). Messrs. Hogarth and McMiekiofi 
attondod us commissionera repreaontativo of 
tho congregation of St. Andrew's ohuroh, 
and Rov. P. McF. McLood, besides numer- 
ous members of St. Andrew's, was a spec- 
tator of tho proceedings. 

Tho call to Rev. Mr. Ciuy, having 137 
names, was read and discussed as tho first 
item of busineas, debate being provoked by 
the seemingly poor representation of the 
church and congregation in the call — the 
enrolmout of St. Andrew's being 319, the 
second largest in the Province. It was ex- 
plained that the membership roll was sadly 
in nood of reviaion, the actual membership 
being '-'.'13 inatcud of 349, and the 
call being tho practically unanimous ex- 
pression of the feelings of the congregation, 
who hr.d not been systematically cunvassed 
for thoir aignaturea. Tho two elders hav- 
ing tho petitions entrusted to them did not 
visit the members at their homes at all, but 
were satisfied with presenting the petitions 
to those attending church. Finally the 
Presbytery decided to accept tho aaauranco 
of tho commissioners thut -J.'i.'f represented 
tho present membership, and that a consid- 
erable number of additional signatures 
could have boon obtained b\ a more thor- 
ough canvass, This information will bo 
transmitted to the Regina PreBbytory, to 
whioh Rov. Mr. Clay is at present attached, 
for thoir guidance in dealing with the call. 

Tho resolution of Rev. Dr. Campbell, sec- 
onded by Mr. J. T. Bethuno, " that this 
call bo sustained as a regular Gospel call 
and transmitted to the Rcgina Presbytery," 
was carried unanimously, tho call be- 
ing accompanied by the statement of 
reasons (eight in number) influencing the 
congregation of St. Audrow'a in its presenta- 
tion. The s'ipend mentioned in the call ib 
52,500 por annum, payable in monthly in- 
stalments, aud it was explained that this 
was all the salary tho congregation folt 
itself ablo to afford at presont and moot tho 
other expenses devolving upon 1 them, al- 
though the salary of tho last pastor had beou 
83,750. Rev. Dr. Campbell thought it 
would be well to express tho williDguesa of 
tho congregation to allow at least four 
w^oks holiday in each year, but tho com 
missionera not being empoworod to so alter 
tho call, the question of vacation was left to 
the liberality of tho congregation, 

Rev. D MacRao was, after a lorg discus- 
sion, delegated by tho Presbytery to repre- 
sent the call before the Regina Presbytery, 
tho presonce of the delegato at Regina being 
contingent upon the expenses boing assum- 
nrl hy the congregition of St. Andrew's 
church. The fact of the call being sustain 
ed having been communicated by telegram 
last ovening, it is expected that thia meet- 
ing of the Regina Preabytery will be hold 
within ten c'aya. 

To obviate tho necessity of calling tho 
Presbytery of Victoria together unnecessari- 
ly, it waa decided that in tho ovont of the 
acceptanoo of tho call, u meeting bo held in 
St. Andrew's church, Victoria, for tho in- 
duction of Rev. Mr. Clay into his now pas- 
torate (the date to be left blank and insert- 
ed by the Presbytery clerk); the Moder- 
ator, Rov. D. A Macrae, to preside, Rev. 
Mr. Rogers to preach, Rev. Dr. Campbell 
to address the minister and Rev. A. B. 
Winchester to addreBs tho congregation. 

Rev. A. B. Winchester wm named aa the 
representative of the Presbytery of Vic- 
toria on the bills and audit committee 
the Synod ; and, as the laat business on tho 
Hat, a petition bearing twenty-six Bignaturos 
" from tho members and adherent* of the 
Prtsby'er an church of Canada worshipping 
in the old Methodist church, Victoria," ws« 
brought forward by the clerk. It was laid 
on the tablo, ho si:d, under the head of 
" busin SB rn bo brought beforo the Synod 1 
" Wo don'' know any congregation by 
that name and style," commouted th 
Moderator. 

Rov. Mr. Maoleod|Vxplained that the 
pitiiion wub not addtesied to tho Presby- 
tery, but to the Synol, and was simply an

Protection, on British Colum- 
bia Interests. 

Financial Chiios From One End of 
the United States to 
the Other. 



Boforo the adjournment of tho clobixto ou 
tho 13th instant on Sir Ricliurd Oartwright'a 
amendment to tho Tariff resolutions, Col. 
Prior addressed tho Houao. Ho eaid : 

I trust that hou. gentlemen will pardon 
one who holds tho humble position that I do 
in thia houBO if I take up tho time of the 
house at this lato period of tho debate and 
of tho night, and I promise that my romarks 
mil bo short. Wo have hoard speeohes 
rom hon. gentlemen representing constitu- 
encies in every province and in every bgo- 
ion of tho country, and in theso speeches 
giving foraiblo and able voice to arguments 
of ovory description for and against protec- 
tion and freo trade. Wo have been asked, 
sir, to believe, on tho one hand, that Canada 
is in a prosperoua and flourishing condition ; 
that trade is good ; that her people are con- 
tented and happy, and that only under a 
policy of protection can she continue in her 
auoceasful career. Wo have also, on the 
other hand, boon asked to bolievo that Can 
ada is at a standstill ; that her treasury n 
depleted : that her trade is stagnant ; that 
the manufacturers of tho country Imva h.-eu 
making colossal fortunes at the expense 
of the farmer and tho mechanic; tha- misery 
and starvation is found throughout the laiul , 
and that tho only panacea for this pitiable 
state of aflaira is tho inauguration of a free 
trade policy. Sir, I have listened to theue 
arguments with great interest, and I may 
say with great respect. The gladiators in 
thiB political arena havo hurled dofianco 
across the floor of the house and have called 
upon their henchmen to stand lirm to their 
principles and by their party. Sir, I waa 
proud that I belonged to Canada when I 
heard the mugnilicent speeches made by 
hon. gentlemen on tho floor of this houso. 
Sir, after th«se champions havo exhausted 
thomselvsa in expatiating upon the graces 
and beauties of their lady loves, it would be 
presumptuous in me to think of Baying any- 
thing new or anything oven that would in- 
terest hon. gentlemen hero to night. But I 
do think that it is right upon an occasion of 
this kind, an occasion which, I may say, I 
consider 

ONE OF THE MOST MOMENTOUS 

that has occurred for a long time, that every 
hon. gentleman should rise in his ph.ee and 
in a few words state what his convictions 
are in regard to the trade policy of thia 
country. I can honestly say, after listening 
attentively to tho arguments that have been 
presented, that I am, if possible, more than 
over an out and out protectionist. In my 
humble opinion, not ono single argument haa 
been advanced by hon. gentlemen oppoaito 
that should convince me in the slightest 
degree that tho affairs of this country would 
be in a better condition under a freo trade 
policy than under the policy wo have at the 
present time. Not ono argument have hon. 
gentlemen opposite made uso of that haa not 
been combatted, aye, simply pulverized by 
the speakers on this side. I have the honor 
to represent a constituency in tho pro- 
vince of British Columbia, and I have not 
tho slightest doubt in my own mind that 
if it was not for this policy under whioh 
wo are fortunately carrying on the affairs c f 
this country, there would be hardly a manu- 
facturer, hardly a mechanic who would bo 
making the decent living he is at the pre- 
sent time. I may be wrong, but this is my 
firm conviction— and not only ia it my con- 
viction, but it seems to havo boon the con- 
viction of the people of British Columbia, if 
we may judge by the reeulta of the elections 
for the last fifteen years. I noticad one 
thing with regard to what gentlomen oppo- 
aito have said during this debate, and that 
is that they havo argued as to how the tariff 
affected certain interests and certain locali- 
ties, losing sight of the fact that wo have 
only one tariff, and that it must do for tho 
wholo country, and therefore necessarily 
there must be a large rneasuro of give and 
take between tho different provinces. Sir, 
1 am proud to say that the overage Britiah 
Columbian ia a 

LAROE MINDED AND LIBERAL MINDED 
man. It may bo that the vastneaa and 
grandness of the country in which he lives 
impresses him and expands his ideas. But, 
bo that as it may, though he thinks that hia 
first duty to himself and hia family is to look 
after his own individual auccess, still he 
knowti tho tnoro he is called upon to do ; he 
knows that if we are to build up this coun- 
try and make a nation of it such as wo have 
a right to expect it will become, he and 
every other man in Canada must help his 
fellow-citizens and all must stand together 
from one coaat to tho other. It must bo 
that under a protective aud equally under a 
freo trade or any other tariff some individual 
or some ono industry may suffer. There ia 
no tariff that can bo framed by tho ableat 
statesman that ever lived or by the man with 
the moat experience in such matters that 
can give exactly equal rights and advantages 
to each individual and each industry in a 
country of thia a '/.a. Hon. gentlemen will 
perhaps know that the people of Britiah 
Columbia pay largo auras into the treasury 
in the way of customs and other dutieB. But, 
though they pay theso largo sums, do hon. 
gentlemen opposite think that these men be- 
lieve they would be hotter off under a freo 
trade policy ? No, sir ; not for a single 
moment. Though they pay obout threo 
times aa much per head as tho Ontario man, 
atill all they ask ia that they should have a 
proper and equitable roturn made to them 
in tho shape of usoful and necessary public 
works and subsidies. They know that in a 
new country like thia — a country of great 
possibilities, aye, of great cor tain tios— boforo 
tho country can take its propor position in- 
dustries muBt bo built up and fostered and 
the natural resources of tho country now ly- 
ing dormant at our doors must bom ado of use. 
Sir, do hon. gentlomen opposite bolievo that 
in u. now couutrv like British Columbia, if 
it wero not for tho protective policy, wo 
oould carry on and build up tho industries 
wo havo. At tho present time wo have largo 
iron works and shops that aro 
STR0GOLINO ALONO FOR A HAKE EXISTENCE. 
It is all that they can do to pay a dividend 
on the capital. Wo havo saah and door 
factories; wo havo rico mills, whore the rice 
is brought from China and cleaned aud pre- 
pared for tho consumer; wo havo spico mills, 
vinegar works, broweries, and muny other 
smaller industries whioh employ largo num- 
bers of mon who aro earning good wuges, 
though tho proprietors cannot manage to' 
mako moro than a decont profit. But sup- 
pose tho protootion should ho taken from 
thorn, what would ho tho consequence? 
livery ono of theso induatrioa, ao far as I 
know, I am Euro wouid bo forced to closo up. 
tEho influx of goods from tho Ameri- 
can side would fill tho market 
and instead of our own peoplo 
being engaged in manufacturing theso goods, 



these men who aro now happy and havo 
steady work would bo out of employment, 
and in a short time would ho wanting tro 
nccotaarloa of lifo. Sir, hon. gentlemen on 
oithor side of tho house havo paid groat at- 
tention to tho farmers of thia country. Now 
thore ia nobody has a greator respcot for the 
fanner than I havo, no ono hotter awaro of 
tho fact that the farmers are a largo major- 
ity in tho country. But auroly other men 
should be protected as well as the farmer. 
If you do away with the industries of tho 
cities and towns, what boconv.'s of tho homo 
nmrkot for tho produce of the farm V Tho 
home trade ia, by a long way, better for the 
farmer than the export trade. The farmer 
of British Columbia particularly muat bo a 
protectionist. At the present timo the 
pricoa of many of many of hia producta aro 
kept down and ruled by the pricoa of tho 
some articles brought from the Northwest 
and Manitoba. But if you wore to open the 
country under froo trade tho British Colum- 
bia farmer would be 

UTEUALLY SWAMl'ED 

by the produats that would bo brought 
aoroas from tho Amorican sido. Even at 
tho prosent time large quantities of thoBO 
products are brought acrooa — the duty being 
paid upon them — and Bold at prices at which, 
tho Britiah Columbia farmer could not make 
an honest living. If it wore not for protec- 
tion not 25 per cont. of tho traders aud 
manufacturers of that province would bo in 
business. I said at the beginning of my re- 
marks that it would bo presumptuous in mo 
bn tuko up tho timo of the house in trying to 
v.iice arguments that havo beon put forward 
by abler men than myaelf, but still I think 
I waa right in riaing and giving uttoranco 
to my convictions. I may Bay that I am 
rather sorry that the government haa Been 
tit to mako mch larj.e reductions on some 
articles in the no-v tariff. However, it 
is not a subject that I oau deal with 
hero, and I anall have a good chanco to 
return to it when we get into committee. I 
cannot aay that trudo is prosperous in Bri- 
tish Columbia, nor indeed in Canada. But 
is it prosperous anywhere in tho world ? Is 
it prosperous in freo trado countries any 
inure than in couutriea under protection ? 
There is a genoral stagnation of trade all 
over 'he world, and it iB duo to causes that 
I do not think tho ableat and most experi- 
enced financier can explain any bettor than 
I can myself. If we look to tho south of us 
we find that trado thero is also alack ; it is 
more than that, it is simply in a deplorable 
condition. In a weak moment tho voters of 
tho United States gave up their allegiance 
to a policy that has mado them tho envy of 
the world, and now look at them. Go into 
tho manufacturing towns in tho States and 
aeo tho condition of affairs. It is 

SIMPLY FINANCIAL CHAOS 

from ono end of the country to another. 
You sea silent looms, extinguished torgea ; 
you meet with ruined morchanta ; you hear 
of tho crash of falling fortunes that men are 
losing from day to day. But most pitiablo 
of all it is to aeo tho largo army of unem- 
ployed, with [heir wivea and familioa 
tramping through the silent atreeta of the 
cities. Sir, Mr. doeeph Buchanan, of Now 
York, haa publiahed a aomowhat elaborate 
paper showing tho numbers of unemployed 
in the United States. He puts the number 
of adult males in tho United States at 13,. 
000,000, of whom G.000,000 are employed in 
agricultural purauita and 1,000,000 are pro- 
priotora of vurioua manufacturing establish- 
ments, thua leuving 0,000,000 wage earners. 
Of theBO 0,000,000 he ar.ys thero 
are at tho present, timo 2,390, 
000 out of work. Is not that a 
most deplorable atate of thingB V Working- 
men all over tho world aro alow to learn, but 
in tho end we generally find that their judg 
meut is correct. Like Artemus \Y aril, I do 
not care to prophesy unless I know, but I 
will venture for once to aay that the first 
opportunity the people of the United States 
have for pronouncing their opinion upon 
freo trado at tho polls the party now in 
power will be swept out by a wind of popu 
lar disfavor which can only be compared to 
a blizzard. Sir, I ask this houso, I ask the 
people of Canada, to take warning by thorn 
and to Btick to a good thing when they 
know they havo got it. In conclusion, I 
may be allowed to tell a little story 
and, us it has a moral. I will tell it 
with a purpose. Hon. gentlemen from 
tho Maritime 1'rovincea may perhapa havo 
heard it, aa I um told tho incident took 
place somewhere in their cnuntry. It seems 
that there waa a very hot election being 
waged in some portion of the Maritime 
Provinces, and at a certain meeting tho fe< 1- 
iog rose to a fever heat and there waa a 
great deal of excitement among those pres- 
ont. Oco candidate got up aud made a 
magnificent speech and was cheered to tho 
echo. When tho other candidate came for- 
ward, in a trembling state of excitement, he 
looktd around on the soa of faces, 
gesticulated and grabbed at his throat, 
but ho could get nothirg out. At last 
ho managed to blurt out: "Boys, it's nil 
hero, but I cin't got it out!" Well, sir, the 
mural of that story is that that candiduto 
waa elected. Now British Columbia mem- 
bers come a long distance, and they have not 
the privilege, as you all know, of being able 
to run down to their homes every week or 
two; and therefore they got a little irritablo 
and a little impatient as tho days go by to 
boo tho end of tho session. Well, air, I trust 
that hon. gentlemen who are thinking after 
the debato is over, of making two or threo 
hours' apenohea, will imitate tho man who 
could not get it out, and they will not only 
do us a good turn, but they will aleo mako 
their own election euro.

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RELATIONS WITH AUSTRALIA. 



Enterprise of the Canadian-Australian 
S. S. Co. Ouffht to Be Rewarded 
With Success. 



Postal and Cable Service— Colonial 
Reciprocity— Fiscal Changes 
Which Are Essential. 



(SdccIuI to tho Oor-ONIST.) 
Sydnkr, N.S.W., March 17.— One of 
tho most gratifying signs of tho times to a 
Canadian visitor to this colony is tho rapidly 
increasing amount of nowa respecting Canada 
and Canadian affaire in tho Australian nowa- 
papora. Nearly every day ono or more 
cablegrams are published respecting the 
Canadian steamship routo, tho proposed 
Pacific cable or somo other news concerning 
tho attempts to draw the British colonies 
closer together, and tho examplo of Canada 
in national or buBinesa affairs ia often 
pointed to as desirable for tho colonies to 
copy. There ia no doubt that the visit of 
Hon. MacKenzie Bowell iB responsible for 
much of this, iua* aa, no doubt, the 
visit of Sir Thomas Mcllwraith of 
Queensland — and, later on, of Hon. Robert 
Reid, the Minister of Defence of 
Victoria— will open tho oyea of Canadians 
to the possibility of trade development with 
Australia. Despite tho utter stagnation of 
business, ootiBiquent upon last yoar's finan- 
cial disturbances, and tho turmoil of a rapid- 
ly approaching general election, tho people 
and the politicians of this colony are almost 
to a unit determined to assist the Dominion 
Government in establishing on a linn baais 
tho Imperial routo through wholly British 
torritory, with its inevitable consequence of 
increased trade. 

PRAISE FOB MR. Hl/DDAKT. 

The announcement that Mr. James Hud- 
dart, the managing director of tho Canadi- 
an-Auatralian steamship line, has secured 
the promise of the subsidy for the fast At- 
lantic Bervice between Great Britain and Can 
ado has been rocoived hero with enthusiasm 
by the press, it being regarded as tho miss- 
ing link in the service which will give the 
old country and the colonies an alternative 
routo free from foreign interference, and aa 
rapid as by Suez, though to attain that ob- 
ject very last vessels will have to bo put on 
in order to compete with tho magnificent 
new floating palaces of the P. & O. Com- 
pany. The Newcaatlo Herald, the leading 
journal in New South Wales out- 
side ot Sydney, aaya of Mr. Huddart's 
new enterprise: "The enterprise and 
pluck displayed by Mr. Jamea Huddart in 
forming another notablo addition to the 
groat trade routes of the world is worthy of 
admiration. The line from Sydney to Van- 
couver he evidently regards aa little use by 
itself, and is, therefore, devoting his ener- 
gies to complete the line of communication 
between Australia, tho Canadian Dominion, 
and Britain by the establishment of a line 
of Atlantic steamers. As for tho overland 
journey in America, it is very evident that 
the Canadian Pacific company will bo roady 
and willing to afford every facility for the 
transport of 

MAILS AND I'ASSENGERS 

to and from the Pacific and tho Atlantic 
Tho perseverance manifeated throughout by 
.'Mr, Huddart in this enterprise ought to be 
rewarded with success ; and, as the indus- 
trial development of tho Auatralian col- 
onics is bound up with the provision of 
oheap, efficient and regular transport, the 
people of this country hope that he will be 
able to achieve it." 

Upon thia same subjoct, Hon. John See, 
the Colonial Treasurer, aaid that the pro- 
ject exhibited a fine spirit of enterprise on 
tho part of Mr. Huddart. Ae to tho 
likelihood of New South Walea in- 
creaaing the aubsidy in view of the 
Atlantic Bervice being carried out, or of the 
Auatralian coloniea assisting generally in the 
project, he did not think tnat further con- 
tributions would be mado by New South 
Woles. So far ua he waa aware, no request 
in connection with tho matter had been 
submitted to hia government. The matter 
as now propnBed seemed to affdct England 
and Canada moro than Australia, In any 
case it was a question for the future, and, of 
course, any ptoposal to increase tho subsidy 
would have to co before the cabinet. 

D1SCUSSKD AT .A CONFERENCE. 

In connection with this queation of com- 
munication between Canuda and tho colo- 
nies, reference should bo made to the fact 
that a conference of tho postal departments 
of the various coloniea has just mt 
at Welling' on. Now Zealand, at 
which the Vancouver service and the 
proposed Pacific cable wore diacussed. At 
that conference a letter was read from 
Messrs. Huddart-, Parker &. Co. offering to 
extend tho Vancouver sorvico to New Zea- 
land upon certain conditiona. The president 
of the conference, Hon. J. G. Ward, post- 
mastor general of New Zealand, aaid that 
hia Government would be prepared, us an 
encouragement to all tho colonies, to give 
£10,000 as a subsidy for a service calling at 
Now Zealand. What they required wus a 
trade and commercial Bervico ; if tranship- 
ments were required the service would bo 
of no value. Tho treatment shown by the 
United States Government towards the 
whole of the Australasian colonies since the 
San Francisco mail service was established 
auggeatod tho necessity for an alter- 
native line for them all. Australasia 
ought to have two atringa to its bow. 
Under all ciroumstancea the San Fran- 
cisco mail service would continue. This Can- 
adian Bervice would open up 

NEW CONNECTIONS AND MARKETS 

for tho British colonies. The present waa 
the fittest time to consider thia queation. 
He hoped the Imperial authorities would 
see their way to subsidize thia new lino. 

Hon. John Kidd, poatmaBter-goneral of 
Now South Wales, assorted that tho United 
States government had not treated the 
colonies well, but New South Walea did not 
mean to abandon the San FranciBco Borvico. 
If tho colonies subsidized tho Vancouver 
Bervice, an arrangement could possibly be 
made for tho San Francisco and Vancouver 
mails to run alternately every fortnight. He 
would do overything possiblo to bring in 
Victoria and Queensland, although Now 
South Walea waa bound by tho three year's 
contract. Hon. A. Wynuo (Victoria) said 
that in time the company might increaso its 
fleet and call at Melbourne. 

THE PACIFIC CAULK FBOJKOT 

was alao discussed, and this resolution waa 
adopted : 

" That, considering tho Important interests 
involvod. both national and cammorcial, in the 
establishment of a Pueblo cable, tho represent- 
atives at thia conforonco of the cdIohIch intor- 
ostod, recommend their respective Govern- 
ments to consider tho desirability of ontcring 
Into a, guarantee with the other colonies inter- 
ested for a poriod not oxoeoding 11 years, to 
soouro interost at i per cant, on capital not ox- 
cowling £1,800,000 to any company undertaking 
to lay a cable, tho tariff not to oxcood ;!a. a 
word for ordinary tolograms, 2s. for Govern- 
ment telegrams and Is. lid. for prosa messaiies 
botweon Grout Britain and the colonies; that 
tho United Kingdom bo asked to join tho 



gnarnntoo; tho routo to bo either of tho fol 
lowing: 

(a.) Briabano to Ahipara Bay, Now Zoaland, 
Ahipara Bay to Suva, Suva to Apia, Apia to 
Kanuing Islands, Fanning Inlands to Sandwich 
lalanda, Sandwich Islands to Vaucouver. 

lb.) From Ahipara B*y to Suva, Suva to 
Apia, Apia to Fanning lalanda. Fanning 
iBlxnds to Sandwich Islands, Sandwich Islands 
to Vancouver. 

Hon. Mr. Kidd declared that the scheme 
proposed by Mr. Sandford Fleming would 
cost over $2,000,000 sterling and was im- 
practicable. 

It waB alno resolvod : 

" That, in view of tho yearly expanding trado 
rolitiona between the United Kingdom and 
Australia, tho British Government be urged to 
proportionately boar a thare if any subsidies 
or guarantees nocossary ror carrying on tele- 
graphic communication and mail sorvlco bo- 
tweon tho colonies and Groat Britain." 

THE RECIPROCITY QUESTION, 

Tho conference will shortly reassemble at 
Auckland when tho following proposition 
will bo discussed : 

"That a tariff' conforonco of tho various 
colonics is desirable, and should bo convened 
fori ho purpose of considering tho tariff's of tho 
respective coloniea, with a view of reporting to 
the governments in what directions tho trade 
relations botweon tho respective colonies could 
bo facilitated by a readjustment of tho tariffs.' 

In this connection it should bo said that 
at present it oppears most unlikoly that the 
New South Walea Government can send any 
representative to Ottawa in Juno, tho time 
proposed by Hon. Mr. Bowell for the hold- 
ing of the intercolonial trado couferonco, as 
the colony will then be in tho throoB ot a 
goneral election ; but that neud not provent 
iho conforonco from being held later on. 
That action ia needed is most abundantly 
evident. Not only ia Canada, at leaat, pro- 
vented from entering into reciprocal trado 
relations with the Australasian colonies by 
the existence of tho " favored nation " 
clauscB in the Belgian and Gorman treaties, 
but 

THESE COLONIES ARE HAMPERED 
in the some way by tho following olauao in 
tho Imperial act of 1ST.'!, governing their 
fiscal powers : 

" Tho Ijogislaturcof any ono of the Australian 
colonies shall, for t rie purpose of carrying into 
effect any agreement between two or iroro of. 
tne colonies or between any one or moro of tho 
said coloniea and Now Zealand , have full power 
from lime to time to make laws with respect, to 
tho remission or imposition of duties upon tho 
importation into sucli colony of any ar.Iole tho 
produce or manufacture of or Imported from 
any other of tho said colonies, or the produce 
or manufacture of or imported from Now /Cea- 
bind; provided always, that for the impose 
aforesaid no now duty shall bo Imposed upon, 
and no existing duty shall he remitted as to tho 
importation into any of tho Australian colonies 
of any article tho produce or manufacture of 
any particular euun ry wnich shall not bo 
equally Imposed upon or remitted as to tho lm- 
portatron into Mich colony of the like articlo 
the produce or manufacture of any other coun- 
try." 

This clauso must either be repealed or 
amended so as to include Canada before any 
reciprocity treaty between tho Dominion 
and thoso colonies can be consummated.

Harris, Munu, Ledingham, 
Dwyer, Baker, Styles and Vigoliua. 

'i'lie Clerk announced tho receipt of tho 
notioo of motion in tho courts to quaah the 
Klcotria Light by-law. Roferred to tho 
City Barristers. 

A communication waB read from tho B. C. 
Benevolent Society aaking for assistance in 
carrying out tho work of the Socioty. Re- 
ferred to the Finance committeo to report. 

Tho Provincial Secretary wroto stating 
that tho Govornmont would grant S100 aa 
assistance to clear up tho old Quadra streot 
comotory. Referred to Cemetery commit- 
tee. 

A communication from tho Plumbers 
Association was read asking that a by-law 
be pit-Bed governing the plumbing of houses 
and that nuixjmiuiug board be appointed 
to grunt oertifioatea to only qualified' 
artisans. Ruferr>d to tho Sewerage com- 
mittee with the city engineer aud assistant 
engineer. 

A report from the city engineer doaling 
with minor matters reforred to him, waa 

adopted. 

A loiter from Col. E. G. Prior, M.P., was 
read, to the ctl'.ot that tho proposed retain- 
ing wall on Dillus road «'ub, the Dominion 
Government hold, not a mutter for them, 
bet for the city. Received and filed. 

Mr. W. Northcott, city assessor, reported 
tho returns of tho aHsessnient of the city for 
1894 us followa : Asaeeoed value of land — 
S13. 790.305 ; improvements, $1,798,330 ; 
rntal, 515,591,035 ; subject to alteration by 
tho court of rovision. Filed. 

Tho truBtceB of the lato J. D Pemberton's 
estato wroto, hooding over to tho city tho 
S3, 000 bequest for tho Central School gym- 
nasium. Received with thanks. 

A petition wnB road, signed by -15-1 proplo, 
asking that a by-law bo passed closing cigar, 
oandy and fruit shops on Sunday, aB the 
present system is considered detrimental to 
the youth of tho oil y. 

The Council adjourned for ten minutes to 
hear what Rev. Mr. Robson and Rev. Mr. 
Maoleod, who were present repioBenting tho 
petitioners, had to say on the subject. 

Rev. Mr. Robson explained that one effect 
of having candy Bhops open on Sundays was 
that, Sunday Bchool scholars yielded to the 
tomptution of purchasing candy and even 
cigarettes — not a desirable state of .ifFaira. 
It was, he held, only fair to the storekeepers 
who closed on Sunday that the remainder 
should do the same. 

Rev. Mr. Maoleod endorsed this view, and 
hold that even looking at tho matter from a 
purely civic standpoint it was only justice 
to th'-so who already shut on Sunday that 
all othors should do tho same. 

Tho deputation then retired nfter thank- 
ing tho Cc uncil for their courtesy in hear- 
ing them and Aid. Muun, Dwyor and Led- 
ingham wero appointed a committee to deal 
with tho petition and report. 

Ald. DWYEE, seconded by Aid. Biker, 
moved that tenders bo received up to the 
20'h intit , for ?ummer uniforms for the 
police. Carried. 

Ai.n. KeiTH-WilsoS nioved to bo al- 
lowed to introduce an amendment to the 
Witcr'.vorks Dy-iaW of 1892, muting work- 
able the section giving power to cause water 
to be shut oil from prt raises of people who 
fall 30 days in arrears of the water tax. 

Ald. Mk.n, who seconded this, remarked 
that it wan a power thut must bo used with 
considerable discretion, so us not to inflict 
hardship. 

Ald. Keith WilsoS explained that ho 
was caroful to nii'.ke it a discretionary, not 
arbitrary, power. 

ALD. DWYfiH thought a proper schedule 
should be laid out and paused by the Coun- 
cil. 

Ai.n Vigelius — That was done years ago. 

Ald. Dwyer continued that ho believed 
a much simpler way of collecting water 
ratea thun at presaut io fotco could be ar- 
ranged. 

Ald Ledinoham, now that the subject of 
water ratea had come up, thought the whole 
ejucstion should be considered and put on a 
proper bBsiu. 

Ald. VlOELIUS maintained that some 
years ago the rat:-B had been fixed. lie 
favored a discount of 5 per cent, aa an in- 
ducement to people to pay up promptly, 

Ald. Dwyer— Tho oollector tells me 
there ib no schedule. 

Ald Keith Wilson's motion to introduce 

the amendment was carried. 

Ald. Keith Wilson asked to introduce 
a peddlera and hawkers regulation by-law. 

Ald. DwyKR said tho Market committee 
were considering a new market by-law, aud 
it would bo better to bring in a now ono 
than to keep on making amendments, 

Ald. Keith- Wilson did not ace that thin 
had anything to do with tho market. It 
wbb simply to enable the city to collect tho 
revenue that they had a right to. 

Ald Baker counted up along string of 
market by-law amendments and did not 
want to add to the number. 

Ald. Keith-Wilson still held that hia 
by-law had nothing to do with tho market. 
It dealt largely with u class of pooplo who 
never wont near tho market at all. 

Aftor some further discussion tho motion 
carried. 

Reports from Financo, Sewerage and 
Streets committees wero adopted, iho last 
containing a recommendation that teudors 
for strcot Bprinkling bo invited. 

The Streota committeo referred to tho 
Council tho communication of tho School 
Board asking that a road from tho foot of 
Moss street to the beach bo mado so that 
drift wood could bo haulcdup from tho foro- 
ahore. 

Ald. BAKER favored the idoa, while Aid. 
Styles considered Ross B ly thu beat placo 
to get drift wood aa it lndgod there In greater 
quantities than elsewhere. It was alao 
easier of accoaa, and ho did not boo why tho 



proposed road at Moss Btreet should be 
mado. Referred to tho city engineer to re- 
port. 

Chief Deapy, of tho Fire department, re- 
ported that C. Palmer, driver of K"- 4, 
had resigned and desired to be placed ou 
the roll aa a call man, and that Hoaeman 
Market had resigned. The Chief recom- 
mended that Trncltruun H. PetticroW be 
driver of No. 4, C. Palmer truckman in No. 
1, and P. W. Dempster replace Hoaeman 
Market. The purchase of tivo now hydrants 
was recommended ; an exercise wagon is 
needed to save tho apparatus, aa tukiuC the 
horses out in the chemical engine or other 
apparatus means breakages and expenso. 
Tho drainage of No. 1 hall is doft-etivo ariel 
tha swamp beneath tho floor will breed 
diaeaso to the men compelled ta live 
thero. Three fires had occurred recently, 
and it wan found impossible to ascertain tho 
cause of ono of them. In all cases the 
houses and oontents wero insurod. Tho last 
fire in Victoria West ia evidence of tho need 
of protection in that growing district. Tho 
fire alarm system ia still defoctivo and oan- 
not bo depended upon. Tho two old steam 
Gro engines were toatod and found oblo to 
stand 150 lbB. pressure. Tho new hoso, 
1,000 feet, was toated and found in good 
condition. 

Ald. Baker thought tho streot sprinklers 
would make capital exorciso wagons. 

Ald Styles urged that the repairs to the 
flooring should be attended to at onco, and 
tho filthy cesspool undernoath drained. 

Ald. Mitkn supported this. 

The report was referrod to tho fire ward- 
ens. 

Tho following communications have been 
received and reforred to tho rospeclivo com- 
mittees hereunder mentioned : 

Street Committee — Hon. Amor DoCoa- 
mos, with reference to tho grading and 
draining of Yates street, north aide, cast 
and west of Comoson street, and drawing 
attention to tho desirability cf grading u 
portion of School streot, otherwiso known ns 
Ormond streot, opposito tho Central ochool, 
and draining and sidewalking (by gravel) 
tho said street. 

Sewerage Committee.— Dr. J. C. Davie, 
ca'ling attention to the. unaanitary condition 
of a drain surrounding his proporty on Bel- 
cher streot. 

Water Committee.— Drake, Jackson A 
Helmcken, asking to bo informed definitely 
what action tho Council propose to take in 
referenco to tho Stcinberger claim. 

Tho Council adjourned at 10 o'clock.
